A  PESCKNDANT  nivsolf  of  tlic  fiTst  Dorchcstei* Isaac,  the  desire  to  determine 
his  connection  w'lih  the  Cisco  li:iy  settler  has  led  to  the  collection  of  the 
facts  here  presented.  W!ii!o  1  must  confess  to  uo  little  regret  that  souio 
assumptions  in  the  pedigree  are  unsubstantiated  by  documentary  evidence, 
they  should  stand  until  some  one  more  fortunate  in  resource  can  couiirm  or 
disprove  them.  The  tabular  sheet  annexed  displays  in  the  baptismal  names 
of  the  diiVerent  grouj'S  such  jirobabiiity  of  the  correctness  of  the  assumed 
line  that  I  think  genealuud^ts  will  be  willing  to  accord  it  a  generous  degree 
of  favor  in  the  absence  of  proof  to  the  contrary.  Rarely  has  it  been  my 
task  to  grapple  with  a  more  puzzling  genealogical  problem.  Isaacs, 
Josephs,  Jacobs.  AN'illiam-;  and  dolms  of  the  same  period  seemed  inextrica- 
bly confused.  The  political  ditl'erence  of  the  last  century  broke  up  and 
scattered  families,  and  a  siugidar  fatality  followed  the  male  lines  of  those 
that  remained.  In  the  female  lines,  records  and  even  traditions  seem  to 
have  been  lost  with  the  name.  Traces  of  missing  member?  might  be  found 
iu  Antigua,  as  tlie  estates  there  were  extensive  and  valuable.

Tomb  was  used  by  the  family  before  172-t. 

Dr.  Banks  found  in  Dorset,  England,  early  records  of  a  Ryall  or  Riall 
family.

^T^HE  letter  from  the  Governor  find  Deputy  of  the  Xew  England 
-*-  Company  for  a  Plantatiou  in  Massachusetts  Bay,  to  Captain 
Endicott  at  Salem,  dated  at  Gravesend  the  17tli  of  April,  1G20, 
and  printed  in  full  in  Suffolk  Deeds,  I.,  contains  the  earliest  men- 
tion that  we  have  found  of  the  emigrant  AVllliam  Royall.* 

*'  William  Ryall  auJ  Thomas  Brucle  Coops  and  Cleavers  of  Tjmber 
are  entertained  by  vs  in  balfes  w'^  M''  Cradock  o""  Go'';  pruy  ioyne  others 
that  can  assist  them  vnto  them  and  lett  them  g^ide  vs  some  Staves  and 
other  Tymber  of  all  sorts,  to  bee  sent  vs  by  the  Talbott,  Whelpe,  or  the  oth- 
er 2  Shipps  that  come  after "Wee  haue  advised  yo°  of  the  sending  of 

Willm  Eyall  and  Thomas  Brmle  Cleavers  of  Tymber." 

He  settled  at  Salem,  probably  during  this  year,  1G29,  and  had  a 
grant  of  land  there,  afterwards  known  as  "  Ryall's  side,"  or  ''  Hy- 
all's  Xeck." 

There  is  evidence  that  he  was  at  Casco  Bay  as  early  as  IGob-G, 
and  from  "Winthrop's  Journal  it  would  appear  that  he  was  in  posses- 
sion of  a  land  grant  at  Sagadahoc  in  1(339. |  In  1643  he  obtained 
possession  of  an  important  tract  in  Saco  by  purchase  from  Sir  Fer- 
dinando  Gorges,  confirming   his  rather  uncertain   title  three   years

later  by  purcliase  from  the  rival  claimant,  Colonel  Alexander 
Ki^i^by.* 

Y)y  tlio  words  of  tlic  conveyance  it  is  certain  that  at  its  date  Royall 
was  in  actual  occujiation  of  the  premises  and  residing  there.  It 
is  certain  that  his  house  had  already  been  built  on  the  south  side  of 
what  was  afterwards  known  as  Eoyall's  Kiver,  near  its  moutli,  in 
Korth  Yarmouth,  and  here  it  is  probable  he  lived  until  the  troubles 
with  the  neighboring  Indian  tribes  induced  him  to  remove  in  the 
summer  of  1675,  for  safety  to  the  town  of  Dorchester  in  Massachu- 
setts. In  March  of  1G73,  with  his  wife  Phabc,  lie  had  conveyed 
to  liis  sons  ^Villiam  and  Jolm  a  portion  (perhaps  the  larger  part)  of 
the  Yarmouth  lands,  in  consideration  of  support  in  his  declining 
years. 

He  served  as  Assistant  in  1630  imder  AVilliam  Gorges,  and  again 
in  1648  under  Cleaves.     lie  was  made  Clerk  of  the  Writs  in  1GG7. 

WlLLi.vii  RoYALL  luarricd  ('•'  perhaps  at  Boston  or  IMaklen,"  say.s  Sav- 
age) Phcebe  Green,  the  daui^hter  of  one  widow  Margaret  Green  ^^ho 
afterwards  married  Samuel  Cole,  of  Boston.  This  aUiauce  is  made 
certain  by  the  terms  of  a  deed  recorded  in  Suffolk,  an  abstract  of

gu-ttugo  and  the  River  of  Chusquissacke,  bounded  on  the  South  side  with  the  liivcr  of 
We>tgu-tu,t:go,  on  the  North  side  with  the  Ptivcr  of  Chusquissacke  the  Easter  end  nut  aljove 
Four  Pole  over,  and  the  Woter  end  from  th*-  falls  of  We^tgusttu-o  to  the  Parting  of  the 
Kiver  of  Chusquissacke,  lying  near  North  cSc  South,  being  by  Estimation  Two  Hundred  & 
Fifty  acres,  be  it  more  or  less. 

"To  have  and  enjoy  all  8c  Singular  the  aforesd  p'miscs  to  him  the  said  William  Ryall 
his  Heirs  &;  Assigns  forever,  yielding  therefore  &  paving  to  S^  Ferdinando  Gorges,  his 
Hei^^  &  A>Mgns  at  or  before  the  Nine  &  Twentieth  Day  of  September,  the  Sum  of  IVa 
Shillings,  Yearly,  forever.

15  June,  167G,-and  his  widow  riicrbe  died  16  July,  1678.

2.  William^  Royall  (  William'^),  of  North  Yarmouth  and  Dorchester, 
was  born  about  16 10,  probably  at  the  Casco  Bay  settlement.  He 
retired  from  Maine  in  the  summer  of  1675,  accompanied  it  is 
supposed  by  his  aged  parents,  in  order  to  escape  molestation  by 
the  Indians,  and  settled  in  Dorcliester,  where  he  passed  the  remain- 
der of  his  days.  On  28  March,  1673,  his  father  conveyed  to  him, 
jointly  wiih  his  brother  John,  the  ne-ck  of  land  lying  between  the 
Westgostucko  and  Chosquisicke  liivers,  being  a  portion  of  the  ori- 
ginal purchase  from  Gorges. 

He  was  a  carpenter  by  occupation.  His  name  occurs  in  the  list 
of  Massachusetts  freemen  in  1678,  and  he  was  a  tythingman  in 
1682-  The  date  when  he  acquired  land  in  Dorchester,  and  the  ex- 
tent of  his  est:ite  there,  does  not  appear,  but  29  Jan.  1716-17  ho 
and  his  wife  joined  his  sist-cr  Martha  and  her  husband  Benjamin 
Cheney  in  selling  to  Ebeuezer  ^Nlaudsley  their  rights  in  a  cedar 
swamp  in  Dorchester  Xew  Grant,  26th  lot. 

The  name  of  his  wife,  other  than  the  baptismal  name  of  ]Mary, 
has  not  come  down  to  us.  nor  has  the  date  of  her  death  been  pre- 
served. He  died  7  Nov.  172-1,  in  the  85th  year  of  his  age,  and  was 
burled  in  the  tomb  built  by  his  son  Isaac  in  the  Dorchester  burning 
grouud-t

One'of  the  daughters  of  "William  Ixoyall  married  Amos  Stevens, 
mariner  of  Bostou  and  North  Yariuouth,  the  same  man  who  16  No- 
vember, 1GS2,  bought  of  John  Royall  fifteen  acres  from  the  original 
grant  of  Gorges  to  the  emigrant  "William  Royall. 

.  John'  1\0TALL  (  William'^),  of  North  Yarmouth  and  later  of  Boston, 
first  appears  on  the  reconls  as  grantee  of  a  portion  of  his  father's 
estate  in  Casco  Bay  in  1()7;^.  lie  seems  to  have  been  temporarily 
a  resident  of  York  in  IGSO,  where  he  took  the  oath  of  allegiance. 
The  following  year  he  had  returned  to  the  "Wesgustogo  settlement, 
for  on  the  13  July  he  was  named  as  one  of  a  committee  "  in  behnlf 
of  y*  Town  to  procure  and  settle  among  them  a  pious  orthodox 
minister."  In  1G82  he  sold  to  his  brother's  son  in  law  Amos  Stevens, 
fifteen  acres  from  liis  portion  of  the  paternal  estate.  He  was  ac- 
tively interested  in  town  aftairs  for  several  years  thereafter,  serv- 
ing as  one  of  the  Trustees  of  North  Yarmouth. 

July  IG,  1GS3,  he  petitioned  Sir  Edmund  Audros  '"  that  the  tract 
of  land  his  fiither  William  Eoyall  with  himself  had  lived  on 
for  fortie  years,  containing  about  three  hundred  Acres,  with  twenty- 
five  Acres  of  medow  adjoining  and  A  house  lot  containing  tenn 
Acres,  on  the  south  side  of  Royal's  River:  These  tracts  is  bounded 
between  RoyaVs  River  &  Cozon's  River  :  and  eight  Acres  of  med- 
dow  on  Estron  arm  of  Cozon's  river  all  of  which  he  has  been  to  great 
charge:  he  humbly  prays  that  the  above  said  premisses  with 
addition  of  five  hundred  Acres  of  land  with  two  small  Islands,  the 
one  Called  Basquett  Island  con'  tenn  Acres,  the  other  Hope  Island 
con'  fifty  Acres  may  be  confirmed  to  him,  with  rent  as  shall  meet  to 
your  Excell'."

A  few  days  later,  27  July  1G3S,  it  is  recorded  that  "Upon  grate 
Causes  of  suspicion  tliat  John  Eiall  of  North  Yarmouth  have  and 
doe  presume  to  trade  wirli  the  Indians,  a  warrant  was  Isliued  oui^lit 
for  the  s*^  Ju.  liial  to  appear  before  LilT  Cou*^^'  Tyng,  one  of  the 
Council  to  Answer  on  his  Oath  in  that  Case  &  also  for  Refusing  to 
assist  the  Constable  in  the  securing  of  an  Indian  called  Joseph,  that 

had  made  an  attack  of  and  abuse  unto  Henry  &  Sam  Lane 

Upon  Examination  said  Indian  Joseph  why  he  offered  abuse  to 
Those;  he  said  hee  did  not  know  what  he  did  it  for,  he  was  druuke; 
hee  was  asked  where  hee  had  the  driuke  that  made  him  drunk;  hee 
said  it  was  Room  ho  had  at  John  KialTs  the  Day  before,  being  eight 
quarts  of  Room  that  s*^  Ju*'  Riall  sould  him,  and  the  said  Indian 
Joseph  firther  said  the  same  Room  that   the   Constable  seized  was 

four  quarts  hee  had  of  Jn°  Riall  this  day  the  27"' Ju° 

Riall  upon  eximlnation  denied  that  the  Indian  Joseph  had  the  same 
Room  of  which  hee  is  charged,  which  is  to  say,  the  eight  qtiarts  or 
the  four  quarts  :  and  as  to  the  Rum  left  that  the  Constal)le  de- 
manded of  him,  the  Indian  took  it  from  him  «5c  had  carried  it  away, 
and  hee  did  not  know  what  the  Indian  had  done  with  it;  as  to  the 
Refusing  to  assist  the  Constable  he  saith  he  could  not  goe  himself 
but  his  men  might  goe,  butt  the  Constable  said  that  the  said  Riall's 
men  were  at  work  on  the  marshes  at  a  far  distance  from  the  place. 

John  Swanton  &  Henry  Comes,  a  constable  testify  to  the 

Indians  running  towards  John  Riall's  house,  and  the  said  John  Riall 
taking  the  Rum  left  from  the  Indians,  but  when  the  Constable  asked 
John  Rial  for  it  he  gave  it  immediately  back  to  the  Indians 

John  Rial  testified  that  on  Sunday  about  two  months  sence,  about 
twenty  Indians  came  to  his  house  and  demanded  Room.  It  being 
Sunday  hee  refused  to  let  them  have  it,  whare  upon  they  seized  him 
while  the  Indian  .Joseph  went  into  the  cellar  and  brought  out  six- 
teen gallons  of  Room.  That  he  followed  them  to  the  water  side 
but  the  Indians  got  the  Room  into  a  canoe  and  the  said  Rial  told 
the  Indians  he  would  complaine  of  them  to  the  Governor,  &  the 
Indian  Ebermctt  said  he  did  not  care  for  the  Governor,  &  spoke  very 
slittly  of  him.  John  Riall  was  committed  to  the  constable  of  North 
Yarmouth  to  be  transported  to  Boston  to  appear  before  His  Excellency 
the  Governor."*    "Whether  he  made  the  enforced  journey  to  Boston

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at  that  time  or  not  is  not  told,  but  it  is  certain  that  in  the  autumn  of 
the  same  year,  16SS,  troubles  of  another  kiud  overtook  him,  for  De- 
cember 21,  his  wife  petitioned  "for  good  soldiers  to  garrison  the 
house,  it  having  been  taken  for  a  garrison  by  order  of   Col.  Tyug 

her  husband  being  taken  captive  by  the  Indians  and  in  cai> 

ti^  ity,  and  his  cattle,  hay  and  swine  being  on  the  farm  taken  for  the 
garrison."  He  did  not  remain  in  captivity  long,  being  rescued,  it 
is  said,  by  Baron  Castinc,  and  afterwards  settled  in  Boston  where 
he  was'a  "  victualler."     Of  his  further  career  there  is  no  record. 

The  town  of  North  Yarmouth  was  destroyed  in  1G8S,  and  nearly 
twenty  years  elapsed  before  any  concerted  action  towards  a  reset- 
tlement took  place.  At  a  meeting  held  in  Boston  in  1726  of  those 
interested,  one  Jacob  Eoyall  was  present,  but  if  the  interests  of  John 
Eoyall  were  represented  in  the  re-allotment,  they  were  by  heirs 
bearing  other  names,  perhaps  descendants  in  the  female  line. 

The  wife  of  John  Koyall  was  one  Elizabeth  Dodd,  a  granddaugh- 
ter of  xsicholas  Davis,  of  York,  and  a  relative  of  Joseph  Carlisle,  of 
York,  blackiinith,  who  April  29,  1C93,  appointed  her  his  attorney 
for  conveyance  of  certain  real  estate.  It  is  stated*  that  '••  the  court 
records  which  contain  a  serious  impeachment  of  her  virtuous  car- 
riage, leave  an  unfavorable  impression  of  her  character." 

So  far  as  known  the  only  issue  of  John  Royall  was  : 
i.     rno:Et,  m.  James  Tyler,  of  Arundel,  Me.,  and  was  resident  of  Scrirboro'. 

SAMrEL'  BoTALL  (TTilliai?!'^),  his  relationship  to  the  emigrant  bein<^ 
amply  established  by  the  remarkable  conveyance  on  fde  in  Suflblk 
Deeds,  v.  484,  first  appears  as  a  resident  of  Boston  with  wife  Sarah 
in  1C63,  a  cooper  by  occupation.  His  name  is  in  the  list  of  '•'  Mas- 
ters of  Familys"  in  Boston  as  late  as  1G74,  Scottow's  Journal 
records  the  death  of  a  Sam:  Eyall  at  Scarborough,  Me.,  '•  wounded  a 
■week  before,"  and  buried  Nov.  11,  1G75. 

March  IS,  1CG5-G,  Samuel  Cole,  of  Boston,  a  "  comfitmaker," 
and  Anna,  his  then  wife,  for  the  love  and  affection  they  bore  to- 
wards Samuel  Royall,  son  of  William  Eoyall,  of  Casco  Bay,  who 
married  Phoebe  Green,  the  daughter  of  jMargaret,  former  wife  to 
the  same  Samuel  Cole,  in  consideration  of  a  promise  to  the  said 
Margaret  in  her  life  time,  conveyed  to  the  said  Samuel  Koyall  cer-

tain  land  in  Boston,  reserving  to  tlieraselves  during  their  lives  one 
hall  of  the  fruit  of  the  treo>,  and  one  half  of  the  roses. 

The  property  was  bounded  with  the  street  south-east  44  ft..  Peter 
Place  sonth-west  there  six  score  and  sixteen  ft.,  being  the  length  of 
the  said  land,  Thomas  "Walker  northwest  43  ft.,  and  the  grantor 
north-east  six  score  and  sixteen  ft.  Possession  was  given  3Iar.  21 
of  the  same  year.  July  5,  IGGG,  Samuel  and  Sarah  Royall,  for  a 
consideration  of  £-0  conveyed  to  John  Perry,  tailor,  one  half  part 
of  the  same  premises  "formerly  in  the  tennre  and  occupation  of  our 
grandfather  Samuel  Cole,"  the  said  land  abutting  upon  the  great 
street  leading  from  the  old  water-mill  to  the  new  meeting-house.

5.  Isaac'"  Royall  ( IlY/Zmw^),  a  carpenter,  appears  npon  the  Dorchester 
records  as  early  as  1GG8.  Although  diligent  search  has  failed  to 
discover  recorded  proof  of  his  descent  from  the  emigrant,  there 
would  seem  to  be  no  reasonable  ground  for  doubting  it.  He  was  a 
freeman  in  IC'JO,  and  in  the  same  year  bargained  with  the  town 
authorities  to  build  the  new  meeting-house.  lie  was  a  private  in 
Capt.  Moseley's  company  at  Dedham  in  1G75. 

Isaac  Royall  was  twice  married.  His  first  wife  was  Ruth,  daugh- 
ter of  Thomas  Tolman.  She  died  1  ^lay,  1G81,  leaving  children  to 
inherit  from  their  maternal  grandfather.*  His  second  wife  Wait- 
still,  her  surname  unknown,  died  a  widow,  29  Nov.  1732. 

July  8,  1703,  Isaac  Royall  and  his  wife  Waitstill  conveyed  to 
their  son  Isaac  one  hundred  and  fifty  acres  of  woodland  near  "  Blew 
Hills,"  bounded  east  by  the  road  leading  to  house  of  Ebenezer 
Billings,  west  on  the  river,  north  on  land  of  Captain  Yose,  and 
south  on  land  formerly  of  David  Jones,  the  conveyance  beinf  wit- 
nessed by  three  younger  children,  Robert,  Jerusha  and  Zebiah. 
This  woodland  lot  he  had  purchased  Mar.  10,  preceding,  from  Daniel 
and  Abigail  Preston  for  £55. 

Isaac  Royall  died  in  January,  1729,  the  "funeral  of  old  Mr.  Roy-

C.  Josrrii' IvOTALL  {JViUiam^),  if  liis  age,  entered  on  the  Boston  rec- 
ords at  the  time  of  his  death,  was  correct,  was  born  about  IGJ.j  ; 
sail-maker  of  Charlestown  in  1670  or  earlier,  and  later  of  Boston. 
While  no  recorded  proof  of  his  descent  from  the  Casco  Bay  settler 
lias  been  found,  it  is  extremely  probable  that  he  was  a  son,  and 
that  he  moved  from  the  Eoyali  liiver  estate  with  his  father  and 
brothers  shortly  before  his  name  appears  on  the  Charlestown 
records. 

He  purchased  in  1G7G-7,  of  John  Drinker,  an  estate  on 
Trumbull's  Lane,  Charlestown.  apparently  his  first  real  estate  ac- 
quirement. The  following  year  he  purchased  of  John  Smith  and 
Sarah  Parruck  a  lot  on  the  street  leading  to  the  Battery,  and  near 
Martin's  wharf,  and  a  year  later  he  purchased  one-third  of  Smith's 
wharf,  lie  invested  his  money  in  mortgages  of  real  estate  in  Bos- 
ton, and  it  app)ears  that  the  last  years  of  his  life  were  passed  there. 

The  Drinker  estate  in  Charlestown  he  retained,  and  it  remained 
in  his  possession  until  its  sale  to  H.  Davis  in  1715.  His  executors 
sold  the  Smith  and  Parruck  property  in  173G.  John  Coombs,  mer-_ 
chant  tailor  of  Boston,  with  his  wife  Elizabeth,  Sept.  IC,  1G9.3.  in 
consideration  of  £58.  14s.  paid  by  his  '•  uncle  Joseph  Royall,"  sold 
to  him  al!  his  (Coombs's)  "right,  portion,  claim  or  demand  "  that  he 
"  ever  had  and  now  have,  or  hereafter  may  or  by  any  manner  of 
ways  or  means  can  have  in  that  part  of  the  estate  my  sister  15arIow, 
deceased,  which  I  did  purchase  of  my  brother  Nathaniel  Warren, 

flyfd  heiress  unto,  and  that  was  set  out  unto  him  the  ^aid 

Royall  in  behalf  of  my  said  brother  Nathaniel  Warren,  being  then 
his  Guardian."     Coombs,  the  grantor,  was  a  son  of  Elizabeth,  the 
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widow  of  Tbomns  TJarlow,  by  her  second  hnsbaiid,  John  Coombs. 
She  :ifier\v;iru>  married  for  hur  tliinl,  .Tohii  ^Varrell,  liaviiig  cliilcbcu  "^ 
by  all;  and  as  all  her  children  claimed  Joseph  Koyall  as  their  uncle,    *• 
their  mother  might  have  been  his  sister  or  his  wife's  >ister.  >■■' 

The  surname  of  Joseph  RoyalTs  wife  Mary  is  not  known.  She 
was  admitted  to  the  church  in  Charlestown,  11  Jan.  1082-3,  was 
living  in  1713,  but  probably  died  before  her  husband. 

Joseph  Royall  died  in  Boston  l-i  Jan.  1728,  "aged  83." 

His  will  dated  G  Oct.  1727,  calls  liim  "of  l^oston,  sailmaker,  aged 
and  infirm,  but  of  sound  mind  and  memory."  It  gives  to  his  daugh- 
ter Phoebe,  the  wife  of  Thomas  Pemberton,  mariner,  the  dwelling 
house  on  the  wharf  be'ow  Ann  St.  in  Boston,  then  in  the  possession 
of  Pemberton,  together  with  the  land  belonging,  down  to  the  shop 
in  possession  of  Thomas  Daeon.  Mention  is  also  made  of  his  daugh- 
ter Sarah,  the  wife  of  AN'illiam  Tyler,  brazier,  of  Boston,  and  their 
children  Boyall  and  Sarah  Tyler;  of  his  "nephew,"  Joseph  Royall 
of  Boston,  shipwright;  William  Tyler  and  his  wife  were  made 
executors,  and  the  two  daughters  residuary  legatees.  The  will  was 
proved  Jan.  20,  1728,  and  the  inventory  made  the  same  fall  showed 
a  valuation  of  £11  Gi.

7.  Isaac'  Rovall  ( WiUiara.-  TiUi'am^),  born  probably  at  the  settle- 
ment in  Casco  J}-  ..jout  1G72.  He  early  settled  at  Boston  and 
engaged  in  tri^de,  making  frequent  voyages  to  Antigua  and  other 
"West  India  islands. 

He  married  1  July,  1G97,  Elizabeth,  born  in  l^oston,  1  Feb.  1G79 
-80,  the  daughter  of  Asaph  Eliot  and  widow  of  one  Oliver,  by 
whom  she  had  male  issue  ;  so  that  before  she  was  twenty-one  years 
of  age  she  had  borne  children  to  two  husbands.* 

•  Boston  records  are  authority  fur  the  marriage  of  Isaac  Rovall  to  Elizabeth  i:Uot,  July 
1, 1697. 
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For  a  period  following  this  mnrriage  of  "nearly  forty  years," 
Isaac  IJoyall  was  a  ro^idcnt  of  Antigiui.  although  his  fro(|ueut  pre- 
scuci;  in  Boston  during  that  time  is  evinced  by  his  signature  to  con- 
veyances. 

His  name  first  appears  on  the  Suffolk  records  in  a  mortgage  deed 
given  by  himself  and  wife,  24  Aug.  IC'JT,  he  tlien  being  "a  mer- 
chant of  Boston,"  to  Sannicl  Keeling  and  Charles  Chaunccy  of  a  lot 
of  land  in  Boston  bounded  ''northerly  on  tlie  street  or  lane  leading 
into  the  Comon  or  Training  Field,"  westerly  on  Francis  Burroughs 
and  Simeon  Stoddard,  soutlierly  ou  Thomas  Downes,  easterly  on 
Thcophilus  Frarey.  I'lie  mortgage  was  di-chargcd  Dec.  20,  ]  COS. 
On  the  2S  Aug.  1G07,  he  sold  to  AVilliam  Foster  of  Barbauoes,  for 
£oio.  3,  "one  half  of  the  hull  of  the  ship  Margarett.  Galley,  95 
Tunns,  now  riding  at  Anchor  in  the  Port  of  Boston,  having  two 
great  Guuns,  whereof  .Joseph  Ivoyall  is  at  present  master,  with  half 
of  the  masts,  yards,  sails,  etc."  Dec.  IC,  1C98,  he  and  wife  Eliza- 
beth sold  to  Stephen  IMiaot  two  and  a  half  acres  on  Boston  Neck, 
near  Boxbury,  of  which  Asaph  Eliot  died  possessed,  and  INfarch  3, 
1700,  Elizabeth '•  acknowledged  y' whereas  she  was  within  age  at 
the  time  of  the  executing  the  Deed,  she  now  being  arrived  to  the 
full  age  of  21  years  doth  confirm  the  same." 

Property  at  the  south  end  of  Boston  which  had  come  to  his  wife 
for  her  father's  estate,  together  with  120  acres  at  Taunton,  ••land  in 
Kings  Province,  al°  the  Xarraganset  Country  in  New  England  at  a 
place  calletj,  Boston  Xeck,"  was,  collectively  or  separately  used  at 
various  times  as  security  for  loans  which  were  undoubtedly  made 
necessary  iu  his  trading  operations  with  the  "NVest  Indies  between 
170-4  and  1710,  and  proved  the  foundation  of  his  fortune. 
From  1710  until  172S  no  records  of  his  real  estate  transactions  iu 
Boston  are  found.  In  November  of  the  latter  year  he  purchased 
a  tract  of  land  Ib  Stonghton  of  Cornelius  Kellock,  his  brothers  Jacob 
and  Samuel  witnessing  the  deed,  and  in  the  following  year  he  paid 
to  his  brother  Jacob  £275  for  220  acres  more  in  Stoughton.  He 
was  at  this  time  styled  •'  Colonel  of  Antigria."  Other  purchases  in 
Stoughton  and  Dorchester  followed  in  quick  successiou.  In 
Januarv',  1730,  he  bought  a  brick  house  and  lot  on  Hanover  Street 
in  Boston  of  Francis  Miller. 

December  26,  1732,  he  purchased  of  the  heirs  of  Lieut.  Gov. 
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Usher  the  cstiite  in  Charlcstown  (^lodford),  containiug  about  500 
acres,  the  coiisMeration  being  £lO,3oO.  The  house,  still  staudiii"- 
upon  the  estate  and  widely  known  as  the  liojall  mansion,  was 
built  by  Usher.  It  was  one  of  the  most  pretentious  and  elegant 
residences  of  the  time  within  the  suburbs  of  J^oston,  The  garden 
and  grounds  immediately  about  the  liouse  were  laid  out  and  main- 
tained with  much  skill  and  at  large  expense.  In  the  rear,  or  rather 
at  the  west  of  the  mansion,  were  the  servants'  quarters,  peopled  with 
the  negro  slaves  brought  from  Antigua,  while  the  octagonal  sum- 
mer-house, capped  by  a  figure  of  Mercury,  formed  a  conspicuous  fea- 
ture in  the  landscape.  Although,  as  has  been  stated,  the  conveyance 
of  the  Usher  estate  was  dated  in  1732,  there  are  evidences  that  its 
new  owner  did  not  become  fully  settled  thereon  until  a  few  years 
later.  In  December,  1737,  he  petitioned  the  General  Court,  then 
being  of  Charlestown,  but  "  late  of  xVntigua,"  that  as  the  '-parcel 
of  negroes"  that  he  had  brought  with  him  from  that  place  were 
"  designed  for  his  own  use  and  not  any  of  them  for  merchandise," 
they  might  be  admittt-d  free  of  impost. 

Together  Mith  his  wife,  whom  he  styles  "'  Dame  Elizabeth,"  he 
sold  Xov.  IS,  1738,  to  Robert  Oliver  of  Dorchester  for  £2516  very 
considerable  real  estate  in  Dorchester,  which  he  had  purchased  of 
his  brothers  Jacob  and  Samuel  in  1735  and  1736.  This  seems  to 
be  the  last  conveyance  made  by  him  on  record  in  Suffolk  co. 

He  died  at  Medford,  7  June,  1739,  and  was  buried  on  the  ICth 
in  Lis  marble  tomb  in  the  Dorchester  burying-ground. 

The  will  of  Isaac  Royall  was  dated  27  Dec.  1738,  and  was  ad- 
mitted to  probate  9  July,  1739. 

Elizabeth,  the  wife  of  Isaac  Royall,  died  at  :\redford,  21  April, 
17  17,  and  was  buried  from  the  house  of  Doctor  Oliver,  at  Dorches- 
ter.    Her  will  was  dated  4  April,  1717.

June,  1G82.    He  '•  renewed  the  covenant"  in  the  Dorchester  church

After  the  ilevohition,  and  the  contiscation  of  the  real  e.-tate  of  tlie  Koyalist 
Rovall,  the  tomb  passed  iuto  the  hands  of  the  descendants  of  Isa.ic  Koyali,  the  carpenter, 
and  has  since  been  used  as  a  place  of  sepulchre  by  the  Paysons,  Holdeus,  and  other  allied 
families. 
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in  1701.  Xotliing  further  appears  concerning  him  on  the  records 
untilhis  marriage,  22  Feb.  171 G,  by  the  Kev.  Benjamin  Cohnan, 
to  Kebeeoa  Adams,  daiighler  of  Deaue  "Winthrop.  She  was  at  that 
time  widow  of  Eliah  Adams,  having  by  him  a  daughter  Priscilla 
(who  soon  married  0.  SamueP  Koyall),  a  sou  Eliah  who  was  of  man's 
estate  in  172G,  a  son  Joseph  who  died  in  infancy,  and  a  daughter 
Rebecca  born  after  her  father's  death.  The  last  deed  in  whieli  his 
■wife  Rebecca  joined  was  in  1742,  and  between  that  time  and  1700 
he  married  Al>igail,  the  daughter  of  the  Hon.  William  Tailer,  of 
Dorchester,  who  outlived  him  and  died  his  widow  in  February,  1779. 

On  2  Jan,  1722,  then  of  Boston,  and  as  administrator  of  the  estate 
of  his  grandfather,  "William  Royall  of  Yarmouth,  Me.,  he  sold 
"  to  Edward  Pell  of  Boston,  2j0  acres  lying  between  Westgus- 
tuiiLro  and  Shusgnisack  Rivers,  said  land  being  conveyed  to  his 
grandfather  by  Thomas  Gorges,  agent  of  Sir  Ferdinando  Gorges, 
27  March,  icis."* 

On  2d  2sov.  1720,  his  fiitlicr  conveyed  to  liim  "in  consideration 
of  the  natural  love  au<l  affection"  towards  him,  his  dwelling-house, 
barn,  lauds,  yard  and  orchard  in  Dorchester  which  he  had  pur- 
chased of  "William  Stoughton.  In  1723,  with  wife  Rebecca,  he 
sold  for  £300  to  Thomas  "Worth,  messuage  with  land  in  Boston 
near  Union  St.,  adjoining  other  land  of  theirs  npon  the  north;  and 
in  172C  his  step-son  joined  in  the  sale  of  the  remaining  portion, 
thns  identifying  the  estate  as  that  of  Eliah  Adams,  senior.f

7, 
17'2.5,  he  t  ought  of  Samuel  Wright,  of  Rutland,  2-30  acres  there,  formerly  the  property  of 
Cycriao  Stevens,  one  of  the  original  proprietors  of  the  township.  May  4,  1727,  he  paid 
£27-5  to  I-aac  How,  of  Dorehefter,  tor  220  acres  in  Stoughton,  on  the  M'alpolc  line,  and 
sold  it  in  1729  to  Isaac  Royall,  of  .\ntigua.  In  1733  he  sold  to  Ebenezer  Mauilsley  one 
acre  of  land  in  Dorchester,  "on  the  !i:;rh«-ay  leading  from  Ca.-tle  William  to  Col.  Tailer's 
or  Durcht-ter  Meeting-lijuse."  In  1734  he" bou::ht"of  Comfort  Fustcr  30  .acres  in  Dor- 
chester, I'Cing  the  humestead  of  said  Fo-ter;  and  at  public  aucti(jn  one  half  of  a  ijrick 
warehouse  r.ear  the  Town  Dock  in  Boston,  the  property  of  John  Lcirr,  deceased.  The 
Foster  estate  he  sold  to  bis  Ijruther  I^aac  in  1735.  In  June,'  1734.  with  William  Williams,  he 
pmhased  of  Francis  Fletcher,  of  Concord,  tenement  and  hinds  in  Concord,  which  they  sold 
the  foll'jwins  December  to  Caleb  L> man,  Jr.,  and  v.hich  Lyman  immediately  deeded  back 
to  Royall;  he  sold  it  finally  in  1747  to  Thomas  Munroe,  of  Cuiicord.  Feb.  16,  173J-7, 
Coventor  Jonathan  Belcher" sold  to  liim  for  £300'i  his  brick  d^elling-honse  and  land  on 
Hanover  St.  in  Boston.  la  173S  Jacoti  and  "Dame  Rebecca"  sold  Robert  Oliver  2;^ 
ncres  with  buildim:s  in  Dorchester.  In  1740  and  1741,  he  sold  to  David  Mastm  and  James 
Pemi^rton  the  warehouse  property  near  the  Town  Duck.  May  23,  17-3  >,  with  wife  Al'i- 
gail  he  sold  to  Joseph  Royall,  merchant,  hou-c  and  land  on  Ann  St.,  Boston.  In  17-51, 
with  v.-ife  Abigail,  he  sold  to  Nathaniel  Hatch  the  woodland  in  Dorchester  whicli  had  liL-ea 
set  oil  to  Abigail  as  part  of  the  e-tate  of  her  deceased  father.  Feb.  13,  1753,  Wiliiara 
Tailer  of  Dorchester  sold  to  Jacob  and  Abigail  Rovall,  Rev.  Mather  Byles  and   wife 
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Jacob  rjoyall's  name  appears  as  a  subscriber  to  rrince's  Cliro- 
Tjoloirv  iu  17:?S.  He  was  a  nierchaut  of  Ijoston,  and  succoeded  in 
aiuassin<T  considerable  wcalih.  lie  was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  and 
Quorum  in  1710  and  in  17G1.  He  died  probal)ly  soon  after  No- 
vember, 1770,  and  it  is  supposed  without  issue  by  either  wife.  His 
will,  dated  24:  Jan.  1770,  was  proved  11  June,  1773.  He  calls  him- 
self therein  ''  very  aged  and  iulirm."  To  his  brother  Samuel  Koy- 
all  is  left  one  half  of  his  iarm  and  appurtenances  in  North  Yar- 
mouth, the  other  half  having  been  already  by  deed  settled  upon  his 
v.ife  ;  a  legacy  is  left  to  Elizabeth  MoncrietV  who  had  for  many 
years  lived  in  his  family;  the  wife  is  made  residuary  legatee.  The 
inventory  states  that  the  Boston  house  was  mortgaged  for  more  than 
its  value. 

The  will  of  Abigail  Royall  was  dated  IG  Feb.  1770,  and  proved 
2o  Feb.  177'j.  Her  estate  was  divided  between  her  own  relatives, 
no  mention  being  made  of  any  Koyall  connections,  unless  the  Mrs. 
Sarah  Clark,  wife  of  Jonas  of  Boston,  to  whom  was  given  her 
silver  tankard  and  one  of  her  diamond  rings,  was  of  her  husband's 
family.  This  same  Sarah  Clark  was  called  "  Kinswoman  "  by  the 
Hon.  Isaac  Eoyall  in  his  will,  and  a  note  on  that  document  would 
leave  it  to  be  understood  that  she  died  2  May,  1785.

Aug.  12,  1720,  in  consideration  of  £G00  paid  by  Joseph  Belcher, 
of  Boston,  .Samuel  and  Priseilla  Royall  sold  a  quarter  part  of  a  fi\rm 
on  Pullin  Poiut  in  Boston,  "a  quarter  part  of  the  Beach  Ballast  and 
Flatts  to  said  P'arm  belonging,"  late  the  estate  of  Deane  Winthrop 
deceased,  which  by  his  last  "Will  he  gave  to  his  granddaughter,  the 
said  Priseilla.  "William  Royall,  liousewright,  of  Dorchester,  iu  con- 
sideration of  natural  love  and  afiectiou  for  his  son  Samuel,  mer- 
chant of  Boston,   conveyed  to  him  Mar.  3,  172'}-1,  54  acres  in  the 

Rebecca,  GilKim  Taikr,  plivsician,  and  Sarah  Tailer,  spinster,  all  of  Boston,  lands  iu  Dor- 
clie>ter;  and  all  the-^e  ia-t  named  united,  Nov.  16.  17-54,  in  convey inir  lands  in  .S:oni:l;ton 
to  AVilliam  Fartri'L'e  and  Llijiii  BiilinL'S.  June  29,  1757,  Jacob  Koyall  and  wife  Abi^jil 
gold  the  Dortlie-tL-r  e-tate  to  Koyall  Tyler,  of  Boston.  From  tiii's  la;t  dntc  until  1770, 
the  records  indicate  frequent  conveyances  of  real  estate,  tlie  last  bearing  date  Nov.  23  of 
that  year. 
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*"2o  Divisious  iu  Dorchester  New  Graut,"  (Stougbton).  In  1731 
he  bought  of  Ebeuezer  iNIaiiJsley  for  £150  seven  acres  in  Dorchester 
**'  on  the  road  leading  towards  the  Castle,"  and  at  the  same  time  sold 
Maudsley  the  Stoughton  laud  had  from  his  father.  Jan.  2,  1719- 
20,  Samuel  and  Priscilla  of  Dorchester  sold  to  Josiab  Colburn  and 
Ephraim  Hildreth  500  acres  in  Dracut,  called  the  Wiuthrop  farm, 
and  Nov.  5,  1723,  they  sold  to  John  llutchins  Priscilla's  interest  in 
1000  acres  iu  Billericaof  which  "  Jlr.  Deane  Winthrop  dyed  seized." 
April  1,  1721,  he  bought  of  Fyticld  Jackson  of  I^oston,  cabinet- 
maker, au  estate  in  Cambridge  which  had  belonged  to  his  father  John 
Jackson,  but  in  Dec.  following  sold  the  same  to  Josiah  Parker  of 
Cambridge,  inn-holder.  In  1733  he  was  a  "  merchant  of  Dorches- 
ter, "  and  certainly  living  there  iu  the  vicinity  of  the  residence  of 
Lt.  Gov.  Tailer,  for  a  committee  acting  in  behalf  of  the  inhabitants 
sold  to  him  two  lots  of  land,  the  description  of  which  assures  us  on 
these  points.  He  sold  the  property  soon  to  Thomas  Pymer.  In 
1736  be  sold  the  seven  acres  iu  Dorchester  bought  of  Maudsley  to 
his  brother  Isaac  of  Antigua,  and  Boston  records  are  thenceforth 
silent  concerning  him. 

He  removed  to  Maine,  and  is  said  to  have  lived  and  died  at  North 
Yarmouth,  having  attained  old  age.*  The  issue  of  Samuel  and 
Priscilla  Eoyall  were :

10.  Samuel'  Rotall  (Isaac,'  William^)  was  born  in  Dorchester,  21 
July,  1677.  He  early  removed  to  Bristol,  R.  I.,  and  in  1712  was 
one  of  a  committee  appointed  by  the  selectmen  of  Bristol  to  exam- 
ine the  belfry  of  the  meeting-house.  He  was  coroner  of  Bristol  iu 
1718,  1729  and  1733.t     By  wife  Hannah  Samuel  Royall  had  issue: 

i.      Priscilla,  b.  in  Boston,  13  April,  1705. 
ii.     Mary,  bapt.  in  Bristol,  15  Aug.  1703. 

And  probably  others.

t  In  173S  Samuel  Royall,  merchant  of  Fieetc.vn,  Bristol  Co.,  brouiiht  action  against 
Elizabeth  Fahie,  widow  of  Antliony  Fahie,  late  of  the  Island  of  St.  ChristopLer,  for  the 
■value  of  a  sorrel  horse  sold  to  said  Fahie  on  2<5  May,  1722. 
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It  is  possible  that  the  '•'  kinsfolk  "  of  Isaac  the  Ecfugee,  who  were 
of  Bristol  in  1778,  were  ileseemliuits  of  ihi.>  Samuel. 

11.    Isaac'  rvOVALi-    (Tsaac,^  Wilh'an)')  was  boru  in  Dorchester,   10  'Shxj, 
1C82.  and  bapt.  15  November,  1G8:>.     In  early  deeds  he  was  styled 
'•  millwright,"    later  a  yeoman,   and   in  the   last  yt-ars  of   his   life, 
«'  csiiuire."     He  removed  from   Dorchester  to  Stoughton  sometime 
after  172G,  and  resided  there  during  the  remainder  of  his  life.     In 
September,  1709,  he  '•  laid  hold  on  y=  covenant"  in  the  Dorchester 
church,  and  probably  it  was  but  a  short  time  prior   to   this  that  he 
had  married  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  Ebenezer  Billings,  who  was 
boru  8  Marcli,  1G83.     With  others   of  his   family  he  owned  exten- 
sive interests  in  the  iron  works  iu  Stoughton,   and  inherited  and  ac- 
cumulated a  considerable  property.     His  father  deeded  to  him,  July 
8,  1703,  15U  acres  of  woodland  near  '-the  Blew  Hills"  on  the  west 
side  of  a  road   leading  to  the   house   of  Ebenezer  Billings,   and  ex- 
tending from  the  road  to  the  river.     Jan.  23,  1706.  John  Plum  sold 
to  him  one  acre  adjoining  the  estate  of  Isaac  Boyal,  Sr.,  and  in  the 
same  year  he  increased  this   lot  by  the  purchase  of  something  over 
an  acre  more   from   Thomas   Pearce.     In   1711,  Aug.   17,  he  pur- 
chased 1-10  acres  of  the  common  lands  "'lying  on  tlie  Blew  Hills  or 
adjoyniug  thereto,"  bounded   on   the   east  by  the  IMilton  line,  and 
^vest  and  south  on  his  own  possessions.     A[ir.  C,  1721,  he  bought  of 
Ezra  Clapp,  of  Milton,  six   acres   of  meadow   land   "  at   the   place 
known  by   the  name  of  the  blew  hill   meadows."     He  sold  his  two 
acres   adjoining  what  had  been  his  father's  estate,  now  his  brother 
Robert's,  to  Thomas  White,  in  172G  for  £100,  and  in  the  same  year 
he  joined  his   brother   Robert  in  the  sale  of  one  tenth  part  of  "  the 
first  Iron  Works  in  Dorchester"   to  Ebenezer  Maudsley.     In  1733 
the  two  brothers,  Isaac    then   being  of  Stougiiton,  bought  of  Beza- 
leel  Billings  all  the  iron  ore  lying  within  the  bounds  of  certain  land 
in  Stoughton,  lately  sold  by  the  grantor  to  Thomas  Yose.     In  1731 
be  conveyed   to   his  son  William   for  £400   valuable  interests  in  the 
iron   works   in    Stoughton   ''  known  by   the   name  of  London  New 
Works." 

He  was  a  captain  of  militia  as  early  as  in  1723,  and  held  com- 
mission as  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  1731.  He  died  at  Stoughton,  20 
Dec.  1761,  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  20  Dec.  of  the  same  year.

2-3.  i.     AViLLiAM,  b.  in  Dorchester,  10  May,  ITO'J. 

12.  Kor.Kirr'  Koy.vll  ( /iaac'  Winiam^)  u-:k>  born  at  Dorcho.>.ter  12  Jan- 
uary, 1G87-8,  and  baptized  three  days  afterwards.  He  learned  the 
trade  of  carpenter  or  "  housewright."  He  "laid  hold  on  the  cove- 
nant" in  tlie  Dorchester  church,  November,  1721.  He  was  con- 
cerned with  liis  fatlier  and  brother  Isaac  in.  the  ownership  and  man- 
agement of  the  iron  works  in  Stonghton,  and  lived  there,  being 
often  styled  -  millwright "  in  deeds.  He  was  one  of  the  master 
carpenters,  however,  engaged  to  bnild  the  third  meeting-house  ia 
Dorchester  in  1743,  and  was  probably  a  resident  there  at  that  time 
and  afterwards. 

He  married  18  March,  1719,  Mercy,  born  22  Jnne,  1GS7,  the 
daughter  of  Eljenczer  Billings.  She  died  a  widow  in  Dorchester, 
29  January,  1773.     Robert  Roj-all  died  in  1757. 

Jan.  21,  1717-18,  Timothy  Jones,  for  a  consideration  of  .£G  con- 
veyed to  Edmund  Quiucy,  John  "White,  Standfast  Foster,  Thomas 
Tileston,  Samuel  ran),  Ebenezer  ^faudsley,  Elicnezer  Jones  and 
Robert  Royall,  certain  interests  in  two  acres  of  land  "  in  the  Ninth 
Lot  in  the  Twelve  Divisions  in  Dorchester,  lying  upon  a  small  river 
or  brook,  a  branch  of  Neponset  River,  to  be  laid  out  at  or  near  the 
place  where  I  the  said  Timothy  Jones  lately  set  up  a  Frame  for  a 
Dam,  as  the  aforesaid  vendees  or  the  major  part  of  them  shall 
agree  and  think  most  fit  to  accommodate  Iron  "Works  which  they 
and  I  design  to  erect  there."  The  conveyance  included  title  in  the 
stream,  islands  and  islets  contained  therein.  In  Dec.  1719,  Isaac 
Eoyall,  his  father,  conveyed  to  him,  "in  consideration  of  natural  love 
and  affection,"  all  his  estate,  real  and  personal.  In  1721  he 
sold  to  Ralpli  Pope  all  his  right  in  the  twentieth  lot  of  the 
twenty-five  divisions,  obtained  from  his  father.  He  purchased 
in  1722  of  his  mother-in-law,  Hannah  Billings,  all  her  right 
in  the  estate  of  her  grandfather  Nathaniel  "Wales,  of  Boston,  in 
the  New  Grant  in  Dorchester.  In  June,  1726,  he  joined  with  his 
brother  Isaac,  both  then  called  "millwrights,"  in  selling  to 
Ebenezer  Maudsley  certain  interests  in  the  '*  First  Iron  "Works 
in  Dorchester."  In  1729  he,  with  Ebenezer  Jones,  Timothy  Jones 
and  Thomas  Wiswall,  bought  from  Ebenezer  Maudsley  extensive 
iron  property  in  Stoughton,  afterwards  Canton. 
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Tlie  biitli  of  but  cue  cliiM  of  Robert  Royall  is  entered  on  records: 
23.  i.     JosEFU,  b.  ill  Dorchc-tcr,  13  May,  1701.* 

13.  J osr.rn^  l\OY\hJ.  (Isaac,^  William^)   was  born  in  Dorchester,  13  May, 

1695,  and  baptized  19th  of  same  month.  He  married  IMngdulen 
,  who  died  at  Dorcliester,  24  April,  1722,  liaving  had  issue: 

i.     Isaac,  b.   "at  Lewes  Town  in  rcnsclvania,"  11  Jan.  1701-C  (as  entered 
on  Dorchester  records),  and  died  at  Dorchester,  4  April,  1734. 

No  further  trace  of  this  Joseph  appears  in  town  or  county 
records.  He  was  probably  the  sliipwright  of  Boston,  who  was  re- 
membered in  the  will  of  Joseph,  the  merchant  of  Boston,  as  his 
*'  nephew,"  in  172S. 

14.  JosKPii'  Royall  {Joseph'  JViUiam^)  was  born  in  Charlestown,  5  Sep- 

tember, 1G73.  lie  was  probably  the  "Joseph  Royall  Juu'"  who 
witnessed  a  deed  by  which  his  father  became  purchaser  of  property 
in  Boston,  17  October,  16S9.  Joseph,  senior,  died  in  172S,  and  his 
will  mentions  no  son,  but  a  ''nephew"  Joseph,  so  that  this  son 
was  probably  dead.  Suffolk  Probate  furnishes  the  will  of  one  Jo- 
seph of  Boston,  mariner,  evidently  made  at  sea,  the  testator  being 
*'  sick  in  body  but  of  perfect  mind  and  memory."  All  his  "  sea 
clothes  "  are  given  to  brother  William  Royall,  and  the  rest  of  his 
personal  estate  to  his  wife  Elizabeth,  who  was  made  executrix. 
Gloves  were  to  be  given  to  relations,  viz.:  to  his  own  and  wife's 
fathers,  mothers,  brothers  and  sisters,  "  when  the  ship  shall  w'-'  God's 
^mission  arrive  in  New  England."  The  v,-ill  was  made  February 
19,  1701,  and  proved  June  29,  1702.  Perhaps  the  widow  was  the 
same  Elizabeth  Royall  who  married,  5  IMarch,  1705,  Francis  Righ- 
ton.  As  no  other  Joseph  is  known  to  me  having  at  that  time  father 
and  mother  and  brother  William  all  surviving,  the  identity  of  the 
testator  with  the  Charlestown  born  man  seems  satisfactorily  estab- 
lished. 

*  Hon,  l?aac  Royall,  in  his  will  entered  at  Canterbmy,  names  his  kinsman  Joscpli  Roy- 
al), Esq.,  late  of  Jarnaica,  andtlien  (1778)  ofPortman  Street,  London.  Julv  1.5,  17o'2,  Jo^epli 
Koyall  of  London,  in  con~idcratiou  of  his  atlection  for  his  "cousin"  Penelope  Vassail, 
conveyed  to  her  his  dwelling-house  in  Dorchester,  land  in  that  town  and  in  Milton  to  the 
extent  of  thirty  acres.  It  is  not  certain,  but  extremely  proljahle,  that  this  Jo-eph,  uho-:e 
loyalty  to  the  nrwly  established  gtjvernment  on  tliis  side  of  tlie  water  we  may,  from  bis 
association^,  well  siivpcet,  was  the  son  of  12.  Robert  of  Dorchester.  I  have  fnuiid  no 
later  records  of  liim  tlian  the  date  of  this  conveyance.  A  critical  examination  of  Sulfolk 
Deeds  would  probably  develop  the  fact  that  the  property  given  to  Penelope  Vassal!  was 
that  formerly  owned  by  Robert  of  Dorchester. 
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15.  "William'  Royall  (Joseph,'  Wllliajn^)  was  born  in  Charlcstown,  21 
Nov.  IGSO.  He  was  not  named  in  his  father's  will  of  1727,  but  was 
living  in  1701  to  inherit  the  *' sea  clothes  "  of  his  brother  Joseph 
the  mariner.  It  is  probable  that  he  too  followed  the  sea,  but  his 
name  does  not  thereafter  appear  on  the  records. 

IG.  JoiiN^  Royall  (JosepJi'  JTilliam^)  was  born  at  Charlestowu,  31  May, 
IG02.  lie  witnessed  a  deed  of  his  fother  in  1713,  was  "  of  Boston, 
mariner,"  perhaps  the  same  John  who  was  master  of  the  sloop 
Speedwell  in  1712,  although  full  young  for  such  a  responsibility. 
lie  was  not  named  in  his  fiither's  will  of  172S.*  One  John  of 
Boston  was  married  1-4  Feb.  1713-14,  to  Elizabeth  Gorham,  and  a 
son  Joseph  was  born  to  John  and  Elizabeth  23  Jan.  171-1-15.  Per- 
haps this  was  the  John  of  whom  we  are  writing,  and  that  his  wife 
Elizabeth  died,  allowing  him  to  take  another,  Mary,  before  1710, 
when,  on  November  2oth,  John  of  Boston,  mariuer,  with  wife  Mary, 
mortgaged  to  Daniel  Oliver  for  £100  the  westerly  half  part  of  a 
messnage  or  tenement  and  lands  at  the  northerly  end  of  Boston, 
formerly  the  estate  of  JNIajor  Anthony  Haywurd,  deceased,  bounded 
nortli  by  Fish  Street,  cast  by  a  passageway  leading  down  to  the 
wharf  conmionly  called  Major  Hay  ward's  wharf,  south  by  said 
wharf,  and  west  by  William  Clarke,  formerly  Henry  Cooley.  The 
mortgage  was  renev.ed  in  1721,  and  again  with  Samuel  Gardner  for 
mortgagee  in  place  of  Oliver,  in  1724,  and  3  August,  1725,  he,  with- 
out his  wife,  signed  full  release  of  the  same  premises,  and  hence- 
forward disappears  from  our  records. 

17.  Isaac*  Royall  {Isauc,^  William,'  WiUiam^)  was  born  probably  in 
the  Island  of  Antigua  in  1719.  His  father  returned  to  this  country 
to  remain  in  1737,  and  died  in  1730,  leaving  this,  the  only  son,  to 
manage  the  large  and  productive  estates  that  he  had  acquired,  at  an 
age  of  only  twenty  years,  if  the  commonly  accepted  date  of  his  birth 
be  correct.  He  married  27  March,  1738,  Elizabeth  Mclutooh,  of 
whose  parentage  we  are  in  ignorance. 

The  first  deed  that  I  have  found  to  which  his  name  is  affixed  is 
that  of  the  conveyance  by  him,  3  February,  1740,  to  Henry  Gibbs

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of  Boston  of  a  lot  of  land  in  Casco  Bay  on  MeiTicoucge  Neck,  being 
the  soutlicajt  prong  of  the  Neck,  ami  containing  200  acre>.  The 
next  year,  8  DeceniLer,  lie  sold  to  the  same  party  a  lot  on  the  sonth- 
erly  end  of  the  same  Neck  which  he  and  Joseph  Wadsworth  had 
bonght  of  David  Jelleries.*  Jan.  30,  1741,  he  bonght  of  Francis 
Borland  of  Boston,  a  messuage  and  220  acres  of  land  in  Stoughton, 
late  the  estate  of  Bobert  Ilobinson,  together  with  other  lands  in  the 
same  town.  Feb.  12,  1717,  he,  with  Henry  Yassall  of  Cambridge, 
hired  for  a  term  of  seven  years  of  Bobcrt  Oliver  of  Dorchester,  a 
plantation  of  118  acres  at  Popeshead,  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Johns, 
Antigna.  He  became  an  extensive  purchaser  of  lands  in  various 
parts  of  the  state,  and  was  one  of  the  original  proprietors  of  the 
township  of  Boyalstou  in  Worcester  county. 

He  was  made  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  1771,  and  Justice  of  the 
Peace  and  Quorum  in  1753  and  17G1.  Was  a  member  of  the  Ar- 
tillery Company  of  Boston  in  1750,  made  a  Brigadier  General  in 
17G1,  a-  "Whitman  says.  '•  the  first  of  that  title  among  Americans." 
In  1751  he  was  elected  by  the  House  a  Councillor  of  the  Province, 
but  was  negatived  by  the  Governor  for  the  reason  that  the  "  choice 
appears  to  be  attended  with  such  circumstances  in  relation  to  his 
own  conduct  in  that  affair  as  may  (if  countenanced)  be  of  evil  in- 
fluence and  example  in  future  elections."  He  was  elected,  how- 
ever, and  served  the  next  year,  and  every  year  thereafter  until 
1774,  making  twenty-three  years  of  consecutive  service.  In  1774 
be  was  one  of  the  Mandamus  Councillors  appointed  by  the  King, 
but  did  not  take  the  oath  of  office,  probaVdy  in  obedience  to  the 
public  sentiment.  Earlier  in  life  he  had  political  aspirations,  and  in 
1748  had  sought  the  appointment  of  Governor  of  the  Province 
of  New  Hampshire,  writing  to  a  friend,  '"I  should  think  £500 
which  I  have  ordered  to  be  advanced  is  sufficient "  to  procure  the 
position, '-but  if  that  sum  should  not  be  enough  I  should  not  be 
backward  to  go  something  further."  A  cotemporary  wrote  of  him 
in  this  connection,  "  it  may  be  when  y*  purse  is  once  opened,  the 
sum  will  be  doubled  rather  than  the  attempt  should  fail.  He 
delights  to  display  his  riches,  and  'tis  said  will  bleed  freely  when 
honor  calls."  Of  his  position  at  the  time  of  the  colonial  disturbances 
in  1771  much  has  been  written.     Possessed  of  large  wealth,  and  the 

*  Old  Times,  p.  855. 
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influence  that  riches  ami  education  carried  with  thorn,  his  course  was 
watched  by  the  people  with  intense  anxiety.  "While  he  was  known 
to  have  much  in  common  with  the  little  band  of  loyalists  who  wore 
gathered  about  Boston  and  Cambridge,  yet  he  was  still  faithful  to 
the  people's  church,  and  most  of  his  family  ties  held  him  to  the 
popular  cause.  A  long  letter  from  him  to  Lord  Dartmouth,  dated 
in  January  of  1774,  exists  in  the  archives  of  our  own  Historical 
Society,  and  has  been  printed  in  full  in  the  Proceedings.*  There 
can  be  no  good  reason  for  doubting  the  sincerity  of  his  sympathy 
with  the  people,  and  although  when  the  time  came  to  make  a  choice 
be  was  prevailed  upon  to  adhere  to  the  side  of  the  Government, 
there  is  abundant  evidence  of  his  continued  love  towards  New  Eng- 
land, and  his  desire  to  return  and  end  his  days  here.  He  wrote  to 
Dartmouth,  '*  I  am  conscious  that  in  all  Public  affairs  I  have  made 
the  honor  of  my  King  and  the  real  Interests  and  Peace  of  my 
Country  the  ultimate  end  of  all  my  Transactions.  I  am  so  to  live 
in  this  World  as  that  I  may  be  happy  in  another,  and  no  man  more 
ardently  wishes  and  earnestly  Prays  to  the  God  of  Peace  for  the 
Kestoration  of  those  happy  Times  which  formerly  subsisted  between 
us  and  our  Mother  Country  than  I  do." 

Three  days  before  the  battle  of  Lexington  he  took  up  his 
departure  from  ]Medford  never  to  return.  Disappointed  in  his  at- 
tempt to  procure  a  passage  from  Salem  to  his  plantations  ia 
Antigua,  he  lingered  in  the  vicinity  until  an  opportunity  was 
offered  to  escape  to  Halifax,  which  occurred  in  May  of  that  year, 
1775.  He  seems  to  have  been  in  Halifax  in  iMay  of  the  following 
year,  and  to  have  gone  to  England  soon  after,  taking  up  his  abode 
at  Kensington  in  Middlesex.  He  was  publicly  proscribed  and  ban- 
ished in  1778. 

General  Royall  passed  the  years  of  his  residence  in  this  counti-y 
in  the  elegant  mansion  which  his  father  had  purchased  of  the  Usher 
heirs  in  Medford,  and  had  so  improved  and  embellished  as  to  give 
it  a  wide-spread  reputation.  Here  he  lived,  dispensing  a  generous 
hospitality  until  his  departure  in  1775.  It  subsequently  became  the 
head  quarters  of  General  Lee,  was  confiscated  and  held  by  the  State 
until  1805,  being  occupied  at  one  time  as  a  female  seminary.     In 

*  Massachusetts  Historical  Society's  Proceedings,  1873-1875,  p.  179. 
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1810  it  was  pnrchased  by  Jacob  TicW,  iu  whose  family  it  remained 
for  upwards  of  llfty  years.* 

Elizabeth,  the  wife  of  Isaac  Koyall,  died  at  ]Medford,  1-t  July 
1770,  and  was  buried  in  the  fomily  vault  iu  Dorchester.  Isaac 
Eoyall  died  of  the  small-pox  in  England  in  October,  1781.  His 
will,  entered  at  the  Court  of  Canterbury,  and  afterwards  in  our  Suf- 
folk Probate,  is  dated  May  26,  1778.  In  the  preamble  he  styles 
himself  of  Kensington,  late  of  ^ledford  in  the  Province  of  Massa- 
chusetts Bay,  which  he  left  16  April,  1775.  It  recites  that  a  for- 
mer will  had  been  made  iu  New  England,  12  January,  177.3,  and  a 
second  one  at  Halifax,  11  May,  1776.  The  document  is  very 
lengthy,  and  contains  numerous  bequests  to  relatives,  mostly  in  this 
country.  Harvard  College  was  given  a  tract  of  land  iu  "Worcester 
County,  for  the  foundation  of  a  professorship  which  still  bears  the 
name  of  its  donor.

born  at  Dorchester,  4  June,  1730.  He  was  a  tailor  of  North  Yar- 
mouth, and  was  patriotic  enough  to  serve  in  the  continental  army 
in  1777,  apparently  the  only  representative  of  his  family  found  ac- 
tively engaged  on  the  popular  side.  He  was  married  22  May,  1759, 
to  Naomi,  born  12  June,  1742,  a  daughter  of  Robert  Bailey,  of 
North  Yarmouth.  Notwithstanding  his  political  proclivities  he  was 
remembered,  with  his  sou  Isaac,  in  the  will  of  their  famous  kinsman, 
Isaac  the  Refugee.  The  issue  of  Samuel  W.  Royall,  baptized  at 
North  Yarmouth,  were :

chester. 8  March,  1732-3.  He  was  certainly  living  in  177S,  as 
Isaac  Royall,  the  Kefiigoe.  in  bis  will  of  that  year,  names  William, 
the  son  of  his  uncle  Samuel  Koyall,  but  nothing  farther  appears 
concerning  him. 

22.  WiLLi-XM*  K0Y.\LL  (Isaac,^  Isaac,'   William^)  was  bora  in  Dorcliester^ 

10  May,  1709  (1710?).  He  was  graduated  at  Harvard  College  in' 
1730,  the  only  member  of  his  family  name  to  enjoy  tlxat  privilege, 
in  the  class  with  his  cousin  Lemuel  Trott.  He  was  a  resident  of 
Stoughton,  in  that  part  of  the  town  that  in  1797  was  set  off  as  Can- 
ton ;  was  coroner  in  1737,  assessor  in  1740,  town  clerk  in  ]  713  and 
continuously  until  1759.  He  occupied  what  had  been  his  father's 
homestead,  and  the  house,  much  transformed,  is  still  standing.  He 
was  the  owner  of  a  number  of  slaves,  whom,  it  is  said,  he  shipped 
to  Barbadoes  or  Antigua  about  1780,  when  it  w^as  safer  to  do  so 
than  to  keep  them. 

In  1737-8  he  was  assigned  lands  iu  Ashburnham  "  in  right  of 
Samuel  Sanders." 

He  married  iu  Bostou,  15  June,  1738,  Elizabeth,  the  d:'ughter 
of  Zachariah  AYyer,  of  Boston,  and  died  at  Stoughton  15  Jan.  1701, 
or  perhaps  23  Sept.  1793.  His  wife  survived  him  and  died  at 
Stoughton,  5  July,  1801  or  2.  Probate  records  contain  nothing  in 
relation  to  the  settlement-  of  these  estates. 

In  1734  his  father  conveyed  to  him  an  interest  iu  the  vStougluon 
Iron  Works  '-known  by  the  name  of  London  New,"  the  whole  or 
a  part  of  which  he  sold  in  1743  to  Nathaniel  and  Waley  Leonard, 
bloomers.  Nov.  25,  1741,  he  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  sold  to 
Alexander  Hunt  an  estate  in  Boston  lately  the  projierty  of  her 
father  Zachariah  Wyer,  deceased,  but  the  conveyance  was  not  ac- 
knowledged until  30  October,  1754.  In  1753  he  sold  about  10 
acres  in  Stoughton,  on  the  IMiltou  line,  to  Samuel  Davenport. 
During  the  years  that  followed  he  mortgaged,  and  parted  wi:h  by

conveyance,  uoarly  all  his  landed  possessions,  until  28  ^lay,  1781, 
lie  sold  160  acres  in  Stoughtou  to  Samuel  Robinson,  who,  on  same 
day.  leased  the  property  back  to  "William  and  Elizabeth  Royall. 
This  would  seem  to  be  the  same  estate  that  William  and  f^lizabeth 
in  turn  leased  in  February,  1701,  to  Abner  Crane,  the  rent  to  be 
payable  in  Indian  corn,  rye,  pork,  beef,  butter,  cheese  and  lirewood. 
This  last  lease  was  signed  by  Adam  Blackmau  as  attorney  for  the 
Koyalls.  On  id  December.  1701,  he  sold  to  Josiah  Talbot,  of 
Sharon,  land  in  Mashapaog  Cedar  Swamp  in  that  town,  and  with 
this  conveyance  the  record  of  his  real  estate  operations  closes. 

There  is  no  entry  on  either  the  town  or  church  books  of  Stough- 
ton  of  any  issue  born  to  William  and  Elizabeth  Royall,  and  with 
him,  it  is  believed,  the  male  line  of  the  Royalls  in  Massachusetts 
ceased  to  exist. 

Descendants  of  Samuel,  the  Bristol  man.  perhaps  continued  the 
name  there.  There  were  living  in  North  Yarmouth,  at  the  date  of 
William's  death,  first  cousins  of  the  Refugee  Isaac  and  their  children, 
bearing  the  family  name;  and  it  would  seem  possible  from  the 
phraseology  of  a  conveyance  of  the  date  of  1 806,  that  that  '•  kinsman 
Joseph  Royall "  who  was  named  by  the  Refugee  in  his  will, — who- 
ever he  may  have  been, — was  even  at  that  date  living  in  Loudon. 
But  it  is  said  that  the  name  in  Maine  has  ceased  to  exist,  and  the 
writer  knows  not  of  a  single  living  individual  bearing  the  surname 
who  has  descended  irom  the  stock  that  in  the  beginning  of  the  last 
century  was  so  vigorous,  and  promised  to  be  so  prolific. 
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
